But during the month of October, 
many are hoping women will think about 
another, more somber aspect of their 
bosom: the possibility and prevalence of 


breast cancer. 

Many fashion retailers and 
manufacturers are advertising a portion 
of proceeds in October that will go 
to research for the disease. And there 
are special promotions galore for 


merchandise made specifically for fund- 
raising—a public relations dream.

According to the 


Cancer Foundation, one in 
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Peotball and enjoy $1.50 domestic 
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American women has breast cancer or 
will develop the disease in her lifetime. 
Each year, 43,300 die from it. But the five- 
year survival rate of those who detect 
the disease early exceeds 95 percent. 

Miami publicist Marysol Patton is 
hosting a Nicole Miller fashion show 
in October to benefit the Breast Cancer 
Foundation. Tickets are $100, with 
90 percent of proceeds going to the 
foundation, Patton said. 

“It’s fashion tackles breast cancer,” 
Patton said. “The majority of people on 
the host committee and the people we 
invite have all been affected by someone 
who had it in their family.” 

A pink ribbon signifies the breast 
cancer awareness campaign. Predictably, 
the symbol has been fetishized, adorning 
a staggering number of items, from shirts 
to socks to food to jewelry, embroidered 
or embossed ad nauseam. 

This is | cancer meets kitsch. 
FlipFlopStyle.com wants you to buy 
its Pink Ribbon Breast Cancer Flip-Flop 
pendant with Swarovski crystals for 
$15.95, promising $5 will go to breast 
cancer research. For knitters, there are 


the Pink Ribbon Breast Cancer Scarf 


Kits, with yarn, instructions and a pink 
ribbon pin, by the Kansas-based Ribbon 
Knits. For crocheters, there’s the “Crochet 
for a Cause,” by Lion Brand Yarn that 
includes a crochet hook, pattern and 
guide to breast self-examination guide. 
Some companies specify how much 
they give to the charities. Proceeds from

fashion designer Donna Karan’s limited- 
edition lip balm—up to $20,000—will 
go to the Breast Cancer Research 
Foundation, founded by Evelyn Lauder 
of the Estee Lauder empire. Keds is 
giving 100 percent of net proceeds from 
its limited-edition pink tennis shoes to 
the Breast Cancer Research Foundation. 

More companies make more-vague 
promises. Cosmetics company Orly 
International, for instance, will say only 
that donations: will be based on total 
sales of a promotional nail polish. 

That’s the sort of thing that irks 
Breast Cancer Action, a _ national 
grassroots advocacy organization 
founded 15 years ago in San Francisco. 
Breast Cancer Awareness month has 
indeed made women more aware of 
cancer, said spokeswoman Rebecca 
Farmer, but in some cases it has become 
little more than a marketing tool for 
companies to push products. 

“We call it “cause marketing’—using 
a social issue to promote a company 
or product—and it’s really escalated 
in recent years,” Farmer said. “For 
whatever reason, breast cancer is a 
darling of cause marketing.” 

In response, the organization is 
launching its third annual “Think Before 
You Pink Campaign.” The point, she 
said, is lo urge consumers “to follow 
the money behind breast cancer and be 
savvier about how and to whom they 
give money.” 
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Flu shot is good insurance

I's time for my annual influenza 
update, 

The key message is to get your flu 
vaccination. Flu-related complications kill 
36,000 people annually in the United States, 
so it’s good insurance. 

A yearly shot is required because flu 
viruses can change fast. The current vaccine 

. is based on these changes. 

In case there might be a delay in vaccine 
availability, it's recommended that high-risk 
individuals and people who might transmit 
the virus to them get a flu shot beginning in 
October, followed by the general population 
beginning in November. 

High-risk groups include: 

. -Those over age 50. 
’-Residents of nursing homes and other 
such facilities, 

-Adults and children over 6 months 
with asthma or other chronic heart or lung 
conditions. 

-Adults and children over 6 months who 
need regular medical care due to conditions 
such as diabetes and heart disease, chronic 
kidney disease or a weakened immune 
system (caused by medication or HIV 
infection, etc.). 

-Children and teenagers (6 months to 
18 years old) on long-term aspirin therapy. 
(Flu increases the risk for a serious condition 
called Reye’s syndrome in those taking 
aspirin.) 

-All children 6 months to 23 months 
old. 

-Women who will be pregnant during 
the flu season (the previous recommendation 
was to hold the vaccination until after the 
first trimester). 

People who might transmit the flu to 
high-risk individuals (due to close contact) 


include: 

-Doctors, nurses and other employees 
in hospitals and medical clinics (including 
emergency response workers). 

-Employees of nursing homes and 
chronic-care facilities who have contact with 
residents. 

-Caretakers of high-risk individuals who 
live at home or in assisted living residences. 

-Household contacts (including children) 
of persons in high-risk groups. 

Additionally, vaccinating in-home and 
out-of-home contacts and caregivers of 
children under 6 months old might decrease 
the risk of flu infection in this vulnerable 
group, for whom the flu: vaccine is not 
approved. 

Who should not get a flu shot? Talk with 
your doctor if you: 

-Are allergic to hen eggs (used in 
manufacturing the flu vaccine). 

-Have had a severe reaction to the flu 
shot. 

-Have previously developed Guillain- 
Barre syndrome shortly after getting a flu 
shot. 

It should be emphasized that the flu 
shot vaccine is made with killed viruses and 
cannot cause the flu. 

FluMist nasal spray, on the other hand, 
uses live but weakened flu. viruses. It's 
designed to cause a mild infection in the 
upper respiratory tract that stimulates the 
immune system to protect you against the 
flu. 

FluMistisrecommendedasanalternative 
to the flu shot for healthy individuals 5 to 49 
years old (but not pregnant women). 

An important reminder Get a 
pneumonia shot if you’ve never had one. It 
helps prevent bacterial pneumonia, which 
claims more lives than the flu each year. 
It can be given at the same time as the flu 
shot.

The lines seemed never-ending 
Monday night as anticipating Faint 
lovers waited outside Sokol Auditorium 
for the doors to open. People did just 
about anything for a chance to see the 
renowned group play. Some fans without 
advance tickets paid anywhere from $30 
to $60 to enter the sold-out show. 

Inside, bodies were crammed 
together from the entrance doors to 
the bar and merchandise tables. [t was 
difficult to even move from one location 
to the next. 

As the band emerged on stage, the 
crowd loosened up in enthusiasm. The 
Faint opened with a song from its new 
album, Wet From Birth, as lead singer 
Todd Baechle’s robotic voice echoed into 
his microphone. Temperatures rose as 
people passionately danced side by side 
to the gripping music. 

The Faint’s set lasted quite awhile, 
playing mostly new material, a few 
songs from its last album, Dause Macabre 
(2001) and a couple of tunes from older 
releases. Baechle even dedicated the 
song “Call Call” from Blank Wave Arcade 
(1999) to the now-closed Omaha venue, 
the Cog Factory. 

Large screens that displayed short 


videos and graphic images to each song 
replaced the prodigious light shows 
that accented the music at previous 
performances. 

“We make visual interpretations 
of what each song is written about,” 
Baechle told The Gateway before the 
show. “We do a lot of our own lights 
whenever we can in order to create 
a dancy/club kind of mood for our 
shows.” 

The mood they wanted to create 
was successful. The packed venue was 
full of stirring energy, not to mention the 
eccentric outfits people showed up in. 

The music featured on Wet From 
Birth is a step in a new direction 
for a band that appears to be pretty 
comfortable staying with Saddle Creek 
Records. Baechle recalls his early days 
starting out in the Omaha underground 
scene. “The band was kind of started 
in a hurry,” he said. “One time we had 
a show scheduled before we had any 
music, When we finally had material, 
we played a lot at Kilgors on 33rd and 
California, before it closed down, and 
the Blue Barn Theatre. We even played 
at a lot of sports bars in West Omaha.” 

The Faint has toured with bands 
ranging from Chick Chick Chick to 
No Doubt. “We really like sharing the 
stage with The Rapture,” Baechie said.

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“They're talented guys, 
and they create a good 
vibe for the shows.” 

The band’s music 
has been described as 
anything from electro- 
clash to indie rock. It 
has been compared to 
‘80s alternative bands 
Depeche Mode and 
Duran Duran.

“Ihope iia 
our music doesn’t 
convey the same thing 
to everyone,” Baechle 
said after pausing for 
a moment.

It is very rare that a single writer can 
‘create an increasing amount of wildly 
_original, funny, and heartwarming 
works, but Charlie Kaufman has proven 
himself once again in the film Eternal 
’ Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, which was 
released on DVD on Sept. 28. 

The premise of Eternal Sunshine 
focuses,on a procedure that allows for 
the recipient to permanently remove 
any memory from his or her mind that 
they wish. Joel Barish (played by Jim 
Carrey in the finest acting role of his 
career) discovers that his ex-girlfriend, 
the spontaneous and fiery Clementine 
Krucyznski (played by Kate Winslett) 
has undergone this procedure and had 
the entire memory of their relationship 
crased. 

Out of spite, Joel decides to go 
through with the same procedure and 
remove all memory of Clementine from 
his mind. When Joel asks the doctor who 
created the operation whether or not it 
could cause brain damage, the doctor 
replies that “technically speaking, the 
operation is brain damage.” 

While the operation is being done, 
the movie’s view switches between 
Joel’s mind and his apartment, where 
the technicians in charge take advantage 
of the situation by partying while he is 
comatose. 

As the memories are being erased, 
we are given a look at the relationship, 
starting at the fight that ended it all to 
the moment they met, As each encounter 


is deleted, Joel comes to 
realize that while he is upset 
that the relationship is over, 
he doesn’t want to lose the 
memories that show the 
happiest he had ever been. 

Joel tries to save the 
memories from erasure 
by hiding them among 
older childhood memories, 
creating some weirdly funny 
moments. Joel’s efforts are 
all in vain, and by the time 
he reaches the last memory, 
he doesn’t try to save it, but 
enjoys it one last time. 

Don’t be surprised if 
this all sounds a bit odd. 
Kaufman, thebrainwhocame 
up with a series of unique 
screenplays for movies such 
as Being John Malkovich, 
Confessions of a Dangerous 
Mind and Adaptation, has 
developed an_ identifiable 
writing voice that is all his 
own. The dialogue is witty 
and touching, and the movie 
definitely lives up to the immense critical 
praise that it has received. 

The DVD special features are fairly 
standard. It includes commentary from 
director Michel Gondry and Kaufman, a 
making-of featurette, conversations with 
Gondry and Carrey, and deleted scenes. 
One particularly interesting addition is 
an infomercial for the made-up company 
Lacuna, which offers the memory erasing 
procedure.

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UNO volleyball swept 3-0 in 1 Tuesday’ competition

For the first time since Aug. 28, 2001, 
UNO entered a game ranked in the CSTV/ 
AVCA Division Il Coaches Top 25 Polls. The 
No. 23 Mavericks were swept 3-0 (30-22, 
30-26, 30-22) by in state rival and top ranked 
University of Nebraska-Kearney Tuesday in 
front of a season high 1,284 fans at Sapp 
Fieldhouse at UNO. 

UNK entered Tuesday's game having 
won 57 of their 59 matches played this season. 
The only time they did not sweep a team was 
in a five-match game victory against Hawaii 
Pacific, which is currently ranked No. 8. 

For the second time this season, UNO’s 
outside hitter Amy McLeay was named 
North Central Conference player of the week 
for the week ending Oct. 3, while junior setter 
Christie Johnson earned her second” NCC 
setter of the week honor. 

McLeay lead UNO with a match-high 
of 15 kills, along with eight digs, and three 
blocks. Carlie Christensen added nine kills 


and four blocks. Junior setter Christie Johnson 
dished out a match-high of 44 assists. Chelsea 
Miller, who had 12 digs, led the Maverick 
defense. 

UNO hammered 49 kills, nine more than 
UNK. However, UNO hit 33 errors on 140 
swings compared to the eight hitting errors 
in 114 attacks by UNK. UNO also had some 
mistakes in key situations, such as serving out 
of order. 

UNK’s Bethany Spilde handed out 34 
assists and fed the Lopers to a .281 hitting 
percentage. UNK only committed eighthitting 
errors on 114 attempts, Erin Gudmundson hit 
12 kills and added five total blocks and one 
dig for UNK. McLeay hammered a match- 
high 15 kills for the Mavericks and added 
eight digs and three blocks 

The Lopers improved to 20-0 with the 
victory while UNO dropped to 12-5. The 
Mavericks will return to NCC action on 
Saturday when they travel to Vermillion, S.D. 
for a 7:30 p.m. match with the University of 
South Dakota.

As the UNO cross country team’s 
season reaches its midpoint, senior Mally 
Miller continues to be a leading force in 
the team’s quest to reach nationals. 
her four year career at UNO, Miller has 
made great strides to improve herself 
and her teammates, What is amazing 
is that before enrolling at UNO, Miller 
had never raced or even attended a cross 
country mect. 

During her senior year at Clay 
Center High School, in Clay Center, Neb, 
Miller earned varsity letters in volleyball, 
basketball, track and softball, She won 
a state championship in volleyball, and 
took three track state championships in 
the 1600, 3200 and 3200-meter relay. 

Aside from being a four sport athicte, 
Miller was involved with numerous 
school activities: student government, 
chorus, band, show choit, honor choir, 
speech, baton twirling, cheerleading, 
drill team and had a lead in several 
school plavs. 

“Tt’s a small town, so vou could just 
do everything, and | did everything in 
high school,” Miller said. “Thad so many 
things going on, running was just one 
of those things I did. 1 never expected 
this much to come out of it. It’s kind of 
surprising,” 

When Miller began looking at 
different colleges, she found UNO to be 
a good fit for her goals as a student and 
an athlete. 

“(Coach flendricks) came out ta my 
to my house ta talk fo me in person, and 
that was a big factor in my deciding to 
come here,” Miller said. “TE love how 
big Omaha is, and | wanted to get out 
ot the small town life, Evervthing fit in 
oerrectly, and Thad a feeling when bcane 
sere, that twas where i need to be.”

in long distance running, but she never 
really focused on training until she began 
competing at the college level. fn 2001, 
during her first ever cross country season, 
Molly found that the transition to college 
athletics was a difficult experience. 

“I was switching sports, and my 
body wasn’t used to all the running all the 
time. Plus, there was more competition,” 
Miller added 

“You could tell when Molly was 
tired,” said Cross Country Head Coach 
Tim Hendricks. “The first year for most 
distance people is a learning experience. 
You take your best time in high school 
and go from there.” 

It wasn’t until last year that Miller 
finally felt she was competing at a high 
level. She led the Mavericks in three out 
of five meets, and took 11th place at the 
NCC championships in cross country, 
missing out on all-conference honors by 
one place. In track, Miller broke the school 
record in the 3000-meter steeplechase, 
earned all conference honors and was 
only a few seconds from qualifving for 
NCAA Division I Qutdoor Nationals, 

The 3000-meter steeplechase is also 
anevent she never trained specifically for; 
however, she excelled in the event with 
talent and determination. Last season, 
Miller took over the event when DeAnna 
Bailey went down with a foot injury. She 
then went on to break the school record, 
at the Nebraska Wesleyan University 
Open, and again at the Concordia Twilite 
Meet. 

“As a sophomore, she asked to run 
(the steeplechase), and she’s not by any 
stretch of the imagination a real good 
hurdler” said Hendricks. “I went ahead 
and Tet her run it at the Doane Meet...and 
1 guess the rest is history.” 

Distance runners known tor 
having superstitions, quirks and special 
routines before a Molly wears a 
st. Christopher s medallion and drinks 
hocolate milk to prepare 
fora race. 

“Nientally, b don’t: let 
things get to “me, | don’t 
think about things, T just 
do then.” said Miller. 

Miller has high 
hopes tor herself and her 
teammates this season, She 
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hopes to make the national 
meet in cross country, 
indoor and outdoor track. 
There are also a number of 
personal records that she 
would like to beat before 
graduating. Training for 
these goals is no easy task; 
Maverick distance runners 
log an average of 40 to 60 
miles per week. 

The success that she 
has gained on and off 
the field can be directly 
linked to her dedication, 
hard work and genuine 
personality. Miller has 
always been one for 
modesty and constantly 
gives credit to her 
teammates. 

“T feel like (track) 
more of a team sport for 
me. T wouldn’t be where 
1 am, if it wasn’t for my 
teammates encouraging 
me,” Miller added. “The 
team was so into it last 
year, | think we are going 

have the same team 
unity. this year, with 
people encouraging one 
another.” 


Coach — Hendricks 
hopes Molly will be 
a major impact in the 


cross country indoor and 

outdoor seasons. He also plans to use 
Miller as the 1200- or 1600-meter leg in 
the Distance Medley Relay, a new event 
to indoor nationals. 

“The three-quarter miler and miler 
are your two big guns in that race,” said 
Hendricks, 

Competing in three seasons a year, 
and taking on a full load of exercise 
science class work, one would think

The No. 13 ranked UNO soccer 
team started their three-game home 
stand sagring a season high seven goals 
and defeating Northwest Missouri 
State on Wednesday, 7-1 at Ak-Sar-Ben 
Field. 

The Mavericks scored quickly off 
two passes from Beth McGill to Anne 
Willrett to Brandi Beale, who scored 
her fourth goal of the season at the 
14:17 mark. 

Willrett tacked on a goal at the 20: 
19 mark when Meghan Pile sent a ball 
from midfield to Willrett, who faked 
the NWMS goalie, Alison Sheridon, 
scoring on the open net 

The score remained 2-0 for the 
remainder of the first half, even though 
the Mavericks had 13 shots in the first 
period. A little under three minutes into 
the second period, McGill smacked the 
ball off of NWMS goalie Sheridon and 
took the rebound from the top of the 


box into the open goal. One minute 
later, McGill added another goal off 
of a pass from Beale from the left to 
the right post. McGill tapped the ball 


ineasily. 


“We're at a point where teams 
should be afraid of us,” said Head 
Coach Don Klosterman. “Anne is 
completing assists and goals, as are 
Brandi and Beth. All of our scoring is 
coming from our forwards, which is 
great.” 

Willrett added her second goal 
of the game off of a cross pass from 
McGill, sending the ball past new 
Bearcat goalie Michelle Gould. To end 
the scoring explosion of four goals in 
less than 10 minutes, McGill recorded 
a hat trick, the second by a Mav in 
a week, when she took a pass from 
defender Meghan Pile and sent it past 
Gould. Jane Splittgerber picked up her 
second goal of the year when she took 
a long pass from Becca Fritz, put a few 
moves on Gould and fired the ball 


into the net for the final UNO goal. 


Northwest Missouri State added their 
lone goal at the 79.08 minute mark, 
with Kristina Obley beating goalie 
Ellen Petersen for the score, erasing 
the Maverick shutout. Peterson and 
starting goalie, Amy Price, combined 
for the one-goal victory. 

“Our team’s defense has been 
playing mudh better,” said Klosterman.
